The Canadian Children's Opera Chorus was founded in 1968 by Ruby Mercer and its first Music Director, 
Lloyd Bradshaw. The only permanent children's opera chorus in Canada to regularly commision and 
produce operas for children, the CCOC, under Music Director John Tuttle, enlightens and prepares young 
people for the complex, vibrant world of opera, while offering excellent musical and dramatic training. 
John Tuttle teaches Organ Performance at the.Faculty of Music and serves as the University 
Organist. He is the organist at St. Thomas and director of the Hart House Chorus. 


The University of Toronto MacMillan Singers, Doreen Rao, Director 

The MacMillan Singers, named to celebrate the legacy of Sir Emest MacMillan, are comprised of 
undergraduate students dedicated to the performance of a culturally diverse and distintive repertoire. The 
singers have appeared in choral workshops, concerts, and masterclasses in Canada and the United States. 

Doreen Rao Since 1988, Dr. Rao has served as Director of Choral Programmes at the University 
of Toronto where she founded the University Symphony Chorus and the MacMillan Singers. Associate 
Professor of Music, Dr. Rao teaches graduate courses in Music Education and advanced choral conducting. 

The University of Toronto Symphony Chorus is conducted by Dr. Lori Dollof 
(Student Chorus) and by Mr. Steven Cottrell (Community Chorus). The USC was established in 
1988 to offer alumni and community musicians an opportunity to participate in the musical life of the 
University. 


The Lloyd Bradshaw Alumni Choir, David Fallis, Coordinator 
The Lloyd Bradshaw Alumni Choir has been formed for the purpose of celebrating the first awarding of the 
Lloyd Bradshaw Prize and remembering the many ways in which Lloyd Bradshaw touched our lives. 
Members of the Alumni Choir worked with Lloyd in many musical organizations including the Canadian 
Children’s Opera Chorus. St. George's United Church, Hart House Chorus, the Ontario Place Singers, St. 
Anne's Church, the Orpheus Choir and the St. Anne's Music and Drama Society. 
David Fallis, Lee Willingham and Brainerd Blyden-Taylor will conduct the LBAC. 

David Fallis is one of Canada’s leading interpreters of early music. He is Artistic Director of 
the Toronto Consort, with whom he has toured North America and Europe, Music Director of Opera 
Atelier, and Toronto Chamber Society. 

Lee Willingham is Curriculum Coordinator, Music, for the Scarborough Board of Education 
and founder and conductor of the Bell'Arte Singers, a well-established choir heard frequently on recordings, 
broadcasts and concert tours. Mr. Willingham also conducts the International Scarborough Music Festival 
and is president of the Ontario Music Educator's Association frequently serving as guest conductor and 
adjudicator. A graduate of the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto, Mr. Willingham was greatly 
influenced by Lloyd Bradshaw's passion for choral sisiging. 

Brainerd Blyden-Taylor conducts the Orpheus Choir of Toronto. He is a frequent clinician 
and guest conductor throughout Canada. 


The 1996 Ontario Youth Choir, Dr. Elmer Iseler, Conductor 
The Ontario Youth Choir is celebrating its 25th anniversary. The mixed-voice choir is comprised of 
students from across Ontario selected by audition. The students study privately with talented artists for two 
weeks in August and tour a different area of Ontario in September.The OYC gives concerts, workshops and 
master classes to enable the community to enjoy Ontario's best up-and-coming singers. 

Dr. Elmer Iseler conducts the Elmer Iseler Singers and The Toronto Mendelssohn Choir. He 
has premiered many works by Canadian composers including Canadian premieres by Britten and Lloyd 
Webber. His efforts to advance choral music earned him the Silver Medal of Paris. He is a recipient of the 
Order of Ontario and the Order of Canada, and the Canadian Musical Council medal for outstanding service 
to music in Canada. 

Jennifer Hoover began her musical training in Listowel, Ontario. A student of both piano and 
organ, she studied in Stratford under the direction of Earl Clark and Ian Sadler. She has held positions of 
Director of Music, Trinity United Church, Listowel; Junior Organ Scholar, Trinity College; Assistant 
organist, Metropolitan United Church; and vocal coach conductor for the Children’s Arts Program, 
Kitchener. Hoover studies choral conducting and music education at the University of Toronto, Faculty of 
Music, with Doreen Rao, Lori Dolloff and John Tuttle. 


Lloyd Bradshaw 


John Lloyd Bradshaw was born February 21, 1929 in St. Mary's Ontario. 
Following early music studies in Stratford and London, he became a church 
organist in St. Mary's at the age of fifteen. He remained at the organ bench for 
the next fifty years. 

In 1948, Lloyd graduated from Stratford Teacher's College, and he taught 
until 1963 in rural Ontario, Stratford and Toronto schools. During these years, he 
continued his musical studies, and was and editor of school and church music and 
academic materials. From 1963 to 1968, he was the supervisor of music and 
assistant co-ordinator of music education for North York schools. He was 
appointed special lecturer in choral music at the University of Toronto's Faculty 
of Music in 1968. 

As a choral conductor, Lloyd had a most profound impact on others, 
pariticularly the young people he introduced to the appreciation and performance 
of sacred and secular choral music. While serving as organist at High Park United 
church, he was first a member, and then acting music director of the Festival 
Singers of Toronto. As organist and choirmaster at St. George's United Church 
from 1960 until 1970, he developed several choirs which were continuously 
recognized for their excellence. These included junior and boy's choirs, and the 
St. George's Youth Choir which toured England in 1964, Canada in 1967, and 
Europe in 1970. He was also the founding director of the North York Youth 
Choir. 

Over the next two decades, Lloyd conducted the University of Toronto 
Chorus (later Hart House Chorus), was chorusmaster for the opera department, 
and concurrently for the Canadian Opera Chorus. He was founding conductor of 
the Canadian Children's Opera Chorus, and led the Toronto Symphony Chorus in 
association with Maestro Seiji Ozawa. He had long associations with the CBC 
and CTV networks. He was the founder of the Toronto Youth Choir, and the 
Sound Company, and from 1975 to 1980, director of the Orpheus Choir. From 
the mid-seventies to the present, he was organist and choirmaster at, successively, 
Trinity United Church, St. Anne's Anglican Church, and St. Luke's United Church 
(Islington). He was music director of the St. Anne's Music and Drama Society for 
twelve years. 

Lloyd Bradshaw's remarkable choral conducting skills, and his capacity to 
instill in his choristers and students the love of music, the pursuit of excellence, 
and the thrill of performance, is his legacy to thousands in Canada, and many now 
in distant lands. His contribution to the spititual and cultural life of the country, 
both directly and through those he inspired, has been enourmous. We observe 
his passing with great sadness, and celebrate his life and faith with grzat joy. 

In his memory, a prize will be awarded to a graduating choral conducting 
student at the University of Toronto. Memorial donations to the Lloyd Bradshaw
